and insulting the people, ontraging the
women, itormid at might the homes of
peaceful cottagers,and, beating in their wie-
dows and doors,drgged the inmntes from
their beds and maltreated and robbed them.
There are no jails and police, so the men go
nnpunish The snilors have, on threats
of murdsr, compelled several capiains to
sail for home loaded because the men
were tired of the trip.  The federal author-
itiés will at once investigate. The ship
owners blame the Seamen’s Union as being
the cause of the growing lawlessness.
